the gulderope. Thus, technically, Santos-
Dumont exceeded the time lmit by forty
seconds.

Crowd Is with the Navigator,

The enormous crowd which had gathered
inside and outside the grounds gave the
ballooniat a tremendous ovation. As his
baaket came within speaking distance Ban-
tos-Dumont leaned over the side and asked:
“Have 1 won the prize?”

Hundreds of spectutors shouted: ‘'Yes,
yves," but Count de Dion, a member of the
committee, approached and threw a damper
on i(he enthusiaem by saying: "My friend,,
you Bave lost the prize by forty seconds,”

Numbers of the onlookers protested
sgainst this apnouncement in lively terms,
but the counmt sald: “That is the decislon
of the committee, in accordance with the
rules of the contest.”

The crowd, bhowever, reflused to accept
this view and a warm discussion ensued,
the majority of the spectators taking the
ground that Bantos-Dumont was entitled to
the prise, becauss he had reached the
grounds within thirty minutes, although he
had not descended Immoediately Santos-
Dumont finally shrugged his shoulders and
remarked: *“Anyway, | don't care person-
glly for the 100,000 francs. 1 Intended 1o
glve It to the poor.”

Honquets and n Bunny.

The crowd persisted o declaring that
Bantos-Dumont had won. The women who
woere present threw flowers over the bal-
loonist, others offered him bouguets and
one admirer, to the amusement of the
onlookers, even presented him with w little
white rabbit.

At this momeni M. Deutsch himself ar-
rived at the club grounds, having ooly
shortly before that moment reached Paris,
He advanced, embraced Santos-Dumont,
shook hands with him and sald: “From mv
bheart | conslder that you have won the
prize,”

The crowd then gave (he Iwo men a
great ovation, cheering beartily for Bantos-
Dumont and Deutach.

Santos-Dumont claims that he won the
prize because he reached the park within
the time and that the original rules gov-
erning the contest made no mention of hav-
ing to touch the ground within the thirty
mioutes. The dispute is due to the action
of the committee, which some time aco
modified the terms of (he conlest by lnsert-
Ing the latter stipulation. Santos-Dumont
at the time protesied aod refused to be
bound by the fresh regulatien and stren-
uously upheld this view with Count de Dion
and other members of the committee, toduy
finally declaring that he considered that he
had won the prize and would not try again.
If the money was withheld it was not his
fault

M. Deutsch wsald he would glve 25,000
francs to the poor, notwithstanding the de-
eigfon of the committee, but Santos-Du-
mant declined to accept the offer as a'solu-
tion of the diMeculty.

There was a large assemblage of people
